International equities 

Just with international bonds 
previously discussed, the 
theme is global. However, the 
emphasis with international 
equities is capital appreciation.

Did you know that the 
majority of the largest 
corporations are outside of the 
United States? It just makes 
sense to be able to invest in 
these corporations and take 
advantage of this opportunity. 
While I would never advise 
having the majority of a 
portfolio overseas, most 
individuals. that I assist should 
have between five and 20 
percent of their long-term 

funds in global equities. 

They key to find a quality 
fund that invests in multiple 
countries so you are not tied 
down to one region of the 
world. Moving overseas with 
an investment dollar requires 
the skill and knowledge of a 
professional money manager 
who works at one of the major 
mutual fund companies. Going 
it alone and buying foreign 
stocks-on your own is like 
walking through a mine field. 


Long-term track records are 
even more crucial when you 
are looking at foreign funds, so 
dig a little deeper on your 
research before buying.

These funds invest in __ 
precious metals and mining + 
stocks from around the world. 
The majority of these stocks 
are located in North America; 
South Africa and Australia are 
the only other major players. 

Most of these companies 
specialize in the mining of gold - 
and silver. These do_ 
particularly well during 
periods of political uncertainity 
and inflationary worry 
However, these funds are 
probably the riskiest of all the 
categories I will describe. 

In my opinion, one should - * 
own a metals fund only if they 
have done a sound job of 
establishing their investment 
foundation and their main 
categories have been balanced 
PrOnerEy Metals funds should 

avoided by anyone who 
cannot tolerate wide price 
swings. é

Airport excavation ~ 


yields variety of artifacts

When the bulldozers started moving earth at 
the site of the Mid America Airport in St. Clair 
County, they unearthed a treasure trove of 


archaeological artifacts. 


According to George Holley, an archaeologist, 
from Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, some 1,300 sites were uncovered. 

“‘We found arrowheads, bones and pottery ... 
typical items. Federal law mandates cultural 
remains be identified in pre-historic sites 

” said Polley-

where people once lived, 
ite the large number of sites, 
said there was nothing found that should 


interfere with construction of the airport 


project. 


“We found some 200 sites with the material 
on the surface. There were quite a few sites 
and we were shocked at the number we 
found,” said Holley, who along with 50 others 
combed the 4,000-acre airport site. 

He said some of the findings were at least 
m underground 
trash pits used by prehistoric inhabitants. 
“They dug pits everywhere. We also found the 
foundation of a prehistoric house,”’ Holley said. 

These discoveries led Holley and his 
colleagues to conclude that the area was not as 
pristine before the first white settlers arrived 


12,000 years old. Most were 


as had been previously thought. 


Holley and those working on the project 
estimate nearly 200 Native Americans had built 
a village that included 40 houses. ““These were 
outdoor people who used the houses to keep 


warm in the winter,”’ he said.

Ryan ends selling of information: 


Secretary of State George Ryan’s office will 
abolish a 30-year-old practice of selling infor- 
mation about Illinois motorists to companies 


that generate junk mail 


The new policy — scheduled to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1997 — will cost the state about $600,000 
in lost business from bulk mailers, but should 
come as welcome.news to many people, Ryan 


said. 


“Protecting the privacy of individual citizens 
should be an important priority for government 
in this day and age,” he said. “‘That’s why my 
office, beginning next January, will stop pro- 
viding any information that could be used to 
generate unwanted junk mail to Ilinoisans.’’ 

The ban on the sale of lists to bulk mailers 
will be spelled out in a proposed rule filed by 
Ryan’s office within the next few weeks. 

Ryan took a first step -toward protecting 
motorists’ privacy with a 1993 legislative initia- 
tive that let Illinoisans have their names 
stricken from lists sold for commercial mailing 


purposes. 


To date, about 14,000 Ilinoisans have filled 
out “opt-out” forms.’Ryan’s new policy, howev- 
er, eliminates the need for anyone to fill out a 


form.

The Illinois High School 
Association has determined the 
enrollment figure which will 
separate Illinois high schools 
into two classes for the 1996-97 
school year. 

The cutoff figure of the 
uy ming year be 721 stu- 
Cena: meaning that all schools 
with 722 students or more will 
be designated as Class AA and 
all schools with 721 or less will 
be Class A. 

That number is up from last 
year’s determining figure of 
710, and is the highest cutoff 
figure ever attained since the 
THSA began using the 65/35 
percent system in 19€2. 

As of Sept. 30, 1995, there 
were 747 IHSA member 
schools, with 445 ia Class A, 
239 in Class AA and 63 in the 
Chicago Public League. The 
September 1995 figures, which 
are the latest official numbers, 
are the ones used to calculate 
the classes for the upcoming 
school year. 

Because of the: new cutoff 
number, a handful of schools 
will change classies. The only 
local school affercted is East 
Alton-Wood River, which will 
drop from Class AA to Class A 
beginning in the 1996-97 school 
year. 

Wood River’s enrollment last 
September was '710 students. 

Of the 747 member schools, 
417 recorded an increase in 
enrollment, while 312 recorded 
a decline anci 18-stayed the 
same. 

Also moving down from 
Class AA to A will be Chilli- 
cothe (Illinois; Valley Central), 
Rock Falls and Stanford 
(Olympia). Moving up from 
Class A to AA will be Prince- 
ton and South Holland Seton 
Academy higfh schools.

The Southwestern Conference 
continues to be one of the larg- 
er conferences in the state 
with regard to average student 
enrollment. 

The SWC is led in size by 
Granite City, with its 1995 
enrollment of 2,388 students. 
Next is Belleville East (2,278), 
followed by Alton (2,209) and 
Belleville West (2,106). The 
smallest school in the confer- 
ence is currently East St. Lou- 
is (1,629). 

The conference average is 
currently 2,101, but that will 
change next year when 
Edwardsville (1,821) and East 
St.Louis Lincoin (1,199) join 
the SWC.

Granite City is the 3ist larg- 
est school in the ITHSA. The 
largest school as of 1995 was 
Berwyn-Cicero (Morton), with 
an enrollment of 5,634. Second 
was Joliet Township at 4,482. 

Venice is among the smaller 
schools in the state, with an 
enrollment of 115, and Madison 
is also in the lower half of the 
Class A pack at 245. 


And the smallest school? 
Locally, Belleville Governor 
French Academy is close at 
just 49 students, the third-low- 
est total in the state. Lovejoy 
High School is among the 
smallest with 53 students, the 
sixth-lowest total. The Illinois 
School for the Visually 
Impaired in Jacksonville is 
second lowest at 40 students. 

But the honor goes to Farm- 
er City’s Victory Christian 
Academy, a Class A _ school

With spring’s arrival, the spray season begins for apples and 
other fruit trees in the back yard 

Because of the hot, humid summers and frequent thunder- 
storms that characterize our climate, insect and disease pres- 
sures in the home orchard can be exceptional 

Over the years,, university researchers have devised effective 
spray routines to combat these pests. ‘Cover spray’’ schedules 
are based on fruit tree growth stages such as: dormant, bud 
swell, green tip, pink, bloom, petal fall and post-bloom. 

A typical cover spray program may consist of up to four 
combination fungicide/insecticide sprays before fruit set 

After fruit set, sprays usually are applied every 7 to 14 days, 
until two weeks prior to harvest. Good coverage is an important 
key to suc
